• Iraq's Supreme Court ratified the results of the March parliamentary election on June 
1. Chief Judge Medhat al-Mahmoud announced the ratification and affirmed that the 
election results were "reliable." With a total of 91 seats, the Iraqiya coalition, led by 
former Prime Minister Iyad Allawi, has won the most parliamentary seats based on 
the ratified results.

Hydrocarbons Packag e: The Framework Law was resubmitted to the Oil and Gas Committee on October 26, 
2008 and then returned to the Council of Ministers. There has been no progress on the other three laws in the 
package. 



NGO Law : This law, approved March 3, will regulate the operations and funding of Non-Governmental 
Organizations operating within Iraq. 
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POLITICAL - Refugee Update CM 



■ There are approximately 295,000 Iraqi refugees currently registered with the UN High 
Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR) in neighboring countries. There are likely 
significant numbers of unregistered refugees as well. UNHCR reports that 1.5 million 
Iraqis remain internally displaced due to sectarian violence following the Samarra 
Mosque bombing of February 2006. 

■ In FY09, the State Department's Bureau of Population, Refugees and Migration 
contributed $303.4 million to international and nongovernmental organizations to assist 
displaced Iraqis inside the country and in the region. 

■ Since the program's inception in FY07, 45,395 Iraqi refugees have been admitted to the 
U.S. for resettlement. 

■ As of September 2009, a total of 1,143 Special Immigrant Visa (SIVs) have been issued 
for Iraqi translators and interpreters (and their dependents) since FY07 (under the 
Section 1059 program). 

■ As of September 2009, a total of 1,716 SIVs have been issued for Iraqis employed by the 
U.S. government (and their dependents) since FY08 (under the Section 1244 program). 

■ Secretary of State Hillary Clinton announced on July 24 that the United States was 
contributing more than $100 million in new assistance to support the return and 
reintegration of displaced Iraqis.

Iraqi Admissions to the U.S. 
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Iraq takes control of Green Zone checkpoints as Security Forces make headway with arrests 



Suspected Leader of Tigris River Valley AQI Affiliate Arrested with 16 Associates: 

• A suspected Al-Qaida in Iraq (AQI) leader with alleged ties to Tigris River Valley AQI 
members was arrested, along with 16 associates, by Iraqi Security Forces during joint 
operations with U.S. advisors. The suspect is believed to have been involved in IED attacks, 
assassinations, and other attacks in the Tigris River Valley and Baghdad over the past two 
years. 

Turkish Airstrikes Targeting Kurdish Rebels Kill 23 in Northern Iraq: 

• The Anatolia news agency is reporting that Turkish airstrikes on Kurdish rebel hideouts in 
northern Iraq have killed 23 people since last week. The most recent attack happened on May 
26. 

Iraq Takes Control of Security Checkpoints at Green Zone: 

• Iraqi Security Forces took full control of checkpoints in the International Zone in Baghdad on 
June 1 . United States Forces will remain in an advisory role to operations at the checkpoints. 

Iraqi Security Forces Arrest Two Suspects Connected to Hotel Bombings: 

• Iraqi Security Forces say they have arrested two suspects believed to have taken part in the 
January bombings of three hotels in Baghdad that killed 36 people. The men were described 
by a security official as leaders in the al-Qaida network. One of the accused is also believed to 
be responsible for other terrorist operations against Iraqi officials.

Iraq dissolves Iraqi Airways as Kuwait seeks reclamation of debt 
State-Owned Iraqi Airline Will Disband in Three Years: 

• Iraq will dissolve state-owned Iraqi Airways over the next three years and "pursue private 
options," according to Transportation Ministry officials. "Iraqi Airways will not stop in 
its work, and its employees will continue working. . .We have the idea of establishing 
other private companies - there are three being established," said Amir Abd al-Jabar, 
Iraq's Transport Minister. A lawyer for Kuwait Airways affirmed that Kuwait would 
continue to hold the Government of Iraq accountable for the debt. "This action will not 
protect a government company, because when a government company is declared 
bankrupt, its assets are transferred to the Ministry of Finance, and therefore the ministry 
will be prosecuted," he said. 

Lufthansa Resumes Weekly Flights to Baghdad: 

• Deutsche Lufthansa AG, Europe's second-largest carrier, will resume its weekly flight 
service from Munich to Baghdad on September 30. Breaking a 20-year halt in service to 
Iraq, Lufthansa is the "first western European or U.S. carrier to resume flights to the 
Iraqi capital."

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KRG strengthens relations with Turkey 



Barzani Visits Turkey: 

• KRG President Massoud Barzani, speaking before a key visit to Turkey, said the 
Kurdish administration wanted to improve relations with Turkey because it is a 
country with an important role in the region. Barzani is slated to discuss political and 
economic relations with Turkish officials, emphasizing that the Kurds respect Turkey's 
territorial integrity. Plans for the visit are being made at a time when tensions are 
increasing in southeastern Anatolia, where the outlawed Kurdistan Workers' Party 
(PKK) intensified attacks on Turkish security forces in recent weeks. The invitation 
from Turkey underscores the improvement in ties that were marred by deep tensions 
after the US-led invasion of Iraq in 2003. According to Iraqi sources, the visit will take 
place on June 2-5.

Recent Highlights 
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Three hundred and seventy-five nurses from Dhi Qar province attended 
PRT-sponsored events for International Nurses Week at the Mittica 
Conference Center. Women accounted for 200 of the 375 attendees. The 
nurses attended seminars and discussions on nursing code ethics, chronic care 
services, professional development, and nursing education. Attendees were 
also very interested in a workshop for international best practices. Media 
were present for the event, which received widespread coverage. 

Five farmers in Diwaniyah province are the recipients of plastic tunnel houses 
and drip irrigation systems. The plastic tunnels use less land and water than 
a traditional field and can extend the growing season into the winter months. 
This brings in more income for the farmers and meets the demand for 
domestically grown produce. This is a highly visible and multi-layered 
project with the Director-General of Agriculture and the Provincial Councils 
agricultural committee taking part in the planning and support.
